OME Days ago Count Tierheim arriv’d 
here being fent by the Elector of Hanover 
from the Imperial Army on the Upper Rhine, 
upon certain Affairs. “The Bifhop of Pof- 

’ nania is likewife arriv’d bere from Rome in 
his Way to Poland; but finds himfelf indifpos'd : 
however, ‘tis thought he will purfue his Journey in 
afew Days.ByLetters of the 29ch of September from 
the Imperial Army under General Staremberg we 
have Advice, that he continu’d ftill with his Troops 
on this fide the River Waag, being then Eacamp'd 
not far from Nieuftettel, 4 Leagues below. Trent- 
chin. Thofe Letters add, thac when our Troops 
came into that Camp, the Rebels, to the Number 
of 2000, appear’d on the other fide of that River, 
and made many Bravadoes: Upon which our Raf- 
cians, under the Command of Coilonel Secula,.forth- 
with pafd over thar River, being fuppor:ed by two 
Imperial Squadrous Commanded by Collonel Viard: 
Buc the Rebels feeing how daringly our Troops 
came over, fled with great Precipitation, according 
to their wonted Cowardice, into the Neigbouring 
Woods: our Rafcians purfuing trem, cut many 
of them to pieces and took 10 Prifoners. Nay, fo 
great was the Confternation of thofe Rebels, that 
many of them threw themfelves from their Horfes, 
thar they might the better bide themfelves amor g 
the Bufhes and Thickets, and Icft their Horfes a Piey 
toour Troops. General Staremberg was fortifving 
Nieufterrel, where there ‘was in Garrifon one Bat- 
tallion of Cewend, and.one of Haflingen, to hinder 
the Enemy from pailing the Waag: Befides, a Body 
of fome Regiments of Horfe is to remain in thofe 
Parrs, to make Head againft the Rebels, in cafe 
they thould endeavour’ to pafs that River. Such of 
them neverthelefs, as have Lands and Honfes on 
this fide of it, keep in {mall Parties in the Woods 
and Mountains, wandring from Place to Plate to 
ravage the Country, the other Inhabirants of which 
can only blame themfelves that thofe Rovers cannot 
be taken, feeing they correfpond with them, and 
ailift them in all they can. Mean while Ozkai threa- 
tens to invade the Hereditary Countries, and 1s dif- 


_ poling all things to make an Irruption into Moravia. 


We have Advice from Arat on the Frontiers of Tran- 
fylvania, that Collonel Tokeli being Order’d by Ge- 
neral Rabutin to fend a Party imto the Diftrict of 
Halmag, to give Notice to Major-General Tige, 
who is in Tranfylvania, of his Aoproach, that he 
might hang on the Rear of the Rebls who might 
attempt to binder his Paff2ge, that Collonel H-aded

They 
Write from Bada of the 24th of laft Month that rhe 
Rebels having (ever:! times already taken Prifoners 
or fyme of the Inhabitants of that Town in 


the Ifland of Rackeve, Baron Pfefferthoven gave 


Orders to Saicks of Peft. to patroll not only 
round -the faid Ifland, bur ro fall lower down to- 
wards Fedwar, ro get Intelligence if the Rebels had 
not fome new Paffage over the Danube in thofe Parts: 


And Advice came afterwards to Buda, from the 
Village of Foctu near Colocza, that the forefaid 
Saicks had found hidden among Reeds, a great Boat

ftad in Tranfilvania: cf which we expect the Con- 
firmation. We likewife hear, that 9 Bark that was. 
going from hence down the Danube to Buda with 
fome Inhabitants of that City, who had with them a 
good Quanticy of Goods and Provifions, which they 
had bought here, had the Misfortune, at a cersain 
Village between Comorra and Gran, to fall in o the 
Hands of the Rebels ; who approaching unfcen by a 
Valley, firft took Prifoners the faid Inhabitants, who 
were afhore, in that Village, to buy fomething there. 
They wrive from Gran that the Rebels bad given a 
freth Irftance of their Perfidy : Bottiani had 
{ome time ago given his Word to the Inhabitants of 
Gran, thar upon Cordition no damage was done to 
his Hovfe in that City, and that they would culti- 
vate tis Vinevards near it, none of them fhould be 
@-fturb’d by the Rebels in the Culrure of their own 
Vineyards, nor in getting in their Vintages: bur 
notwithftanding this Promife, the Rebels have not 
coly taken away about 80 Horfes from the Rafcians 
eut of rthofe Vineyards, but demanded likewife 
1000 Dollars, to fuffer them to make their Vintage 
quietly. They write from Buda of the 27th of laft 
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Month, that there was morc appearance than ever; 
that che K-beis would binder the Vintage there- 
abuuis ; having already poff-{sd themfelves of 
the acighbsuiicg Mountains, potted themielves in 
fevera: viaccs, and not only fecur’d the Bminences 
neag Buda-Geili, Buda, and ddount Paul, but 
Lee the Promontory of Scepel. However, tho’ 
the I,oabirants of Buda had noc 4 ftrength fufficieac 
to oppfe the Rebels in all Places, yet feeing they 
Could uot come to an Agreemeat with them con- 
ceraing che Contribusions for their Vintages, by 
reafon cf rheir exce.live Demands, they were re- 
folv'’d, their Wines being their chief fupport, to get 
in their Vintage by Force: So that in ail likelihood 
there wi! be tharp Actions detween them. 
Brom the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Otob. 25. 
Vienna, Octvd. 12. Couat Almelo, Envoy Excra- 
ordinary trom ihe Scates General being recover'd of 
bis I .difpofion, is the Upper-Raine, ha- 
ving fictt had a privace Audience of his Imperial 
Majefty. M. Chiiftopher de Forftera, Counceiior 
and Purveyor General of the Emperor, is lkewife 
gone thither. The Silcfian Deputies who are ftill 
here, have acquainted che Imverial Court that on an 
exact Compu ation, the Quartering of the 4 firft 
Swedith Regiments, the Pailing of the Swedifh 
Army thro’ S.cfia, the Forrage, and the Horfes 
they took away, amount to 1500000 Guilders ; and 
follicit this Court to indemnify the Iohabirants for 
that Expence. Our laft Advices from Arach and 
G.eat Waradin confirm that General Rabaria is 
fafely enter'd into Tranf:ivama with his Army;
